Sept. 5 —{/Pi— British and Russian airmen 
administered a punishing whipsaw assault upon Germany from 
West and Last last night, a strong RAF k indling big fires 
in 
Bremen and the Russians scattering bombs over eastern Germany 
and occupied Poland while unidentified Allied raiders made 
their fiist attack on Budapest. 
The German war bulletin which reported the raids on east­ 
ern Germany failed to name the cities attack ed, but the British 


radio quoted Scandinavian dispatches from Berlin as saying that 
the targets included Vienna in Austria. Kocnigsburg, a city of 
East Prussia; and Breslau, in German Silesia. 
Berlin broadcast an official Hungarian announcement that 
Budapest and points in northern Hungary were hit by bombs 
dropped during a two-hour alarm by high-flying raiders, whom 
the Germans said were Russian. 
The raid was the first on Hungary since the early days of 


invasion of Russia and the brief Balk an 
campaign 
in 
Yugo­ 
slavia la*t year. 
Following its night activity against Bremen, big northern 
seaport of Germany, the RAF sent swarms of 
fighters 
and 
bombers acros3 the channel in daylight today and the Germans 
sent a single noonday raider over London 
and 
another over 
East Anglia where a shopping district was bombed. 
Sharp gunfire brok e out in London during the brief alert 
touched off by the appearance of the enemy craft. 


"A heavy weight of bombs was dropped and 
many 
fires 
were left burning,” the Air Ministry said of the Bremen assault. 
Fighter command aircraft were over northern France also on 
offensive patrols during the night. 
Eleven aircraft were reported missing from the 
raids 
on 
Bremen, a familiar bombing target on the Wescr River 40 miles 
from the North Sea. It was Bremen’s 90th air raid. 
It was the fourth straight night of British assaults against war 
industries and communications of Adolf Hitler’s Reich.
